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{ Preumatic Rallway Meteor Put Under Test. 

New York, December J0.—A sesund trial trip of 
the pneumatic elevated railway motor was made 
vesterday, at the order of General Superintendent 
F. K. Hain. The engine pulled four coaches from 
flundred and Tweuty-Ninth street to South 
At starting the engine was charged with air 
under 600 pounds pressure. The machine has stood 
the test of 750 pounds pressure. The inventor, Mr. 
Hardy, who was engineer, said that he wanted to 
be on the safe side. + ‘olonel Hain, H. L. Grant, 
and other officers and stockholders were on the train, 
but it was run asa regular passenger train. The 
motor doesgiot differ from an ordinary steam motor 
to the eyes of the unobserving traveler, The train 
arrived at South ferry about two mi ‘utes late.
